If, however, the Soviet officer indicates that h .; 13 speaking with the 
authority cf hi a higher authorities, or ; ;:uses tc take the matter further, 



Like other incidents of this kind over the last month or so, this 
may well blow over. On the other hand, a foundation has certainly been 
established for a showdown and I believe that the U. S. Government should 
be made aware of this at once. 
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Since dictating the above, further contact w,th Watson indicates 
that discussions are still taking place with the Russian Officer, who i, 
awaiting his Political Advisor. I have again reiterated the necessity 
of the highest local Russian authority having knowledge of this incident.
